REMARKABLE TIGER HUNT. 

We hive just been favored with the fol- 
lowing extract of a letter from Java, of the | 
10th December, 1832. ‘The letter was writ- 
ten, as its contents evidently prove, by a 
“trueson of the ocean,” and is addressed to 
his brother, a distinguished member of the 
Royal Academy. it is dated from Wono | 
Langen Mill, Probolingo district. 

“At6 A.M. on the 2d of October last, I 
set out with my two sons, a Berzookie man 
in my service, and about fifty natives, armed 
whith pikes and hogspears; [owas armed 
with a spear and a gun, Thetiger for which 
we were on the look out was in a valley 
about two miles and a half distant from our 
port.
